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Iſtory is of Grat Uſe to Alinkind, when it pives a Faithful Re. 
lain of Things as they are, becauſe it 1s then the Re: o/itery 
of Truth, and tranſmits to the follows Generations the Knor - 
ledge of what was done in the preceding Zges : But when it is 

Falſe, it perpetuates the Belief of Untruths, ſo long as 2t is in being, and 

gains any Credit with Men. It is a Sincere,and Impartiil Regard to Truth, 

together with an Hatred of Falſbocd, that has given Birth to the follogiing 

Hiſtory. 

+ Author of the Faithful Rebuke, gives ſuch a Deſcrivtion of the 
Independents, as cannot bur prevail with any why know their Pr inciples 
and Practices, to give a TeS7umony concermng them, ſo far as they are 
Innocent, 

7 HE Language wherewith he treats them, is ſuch, as one would think, 
none could juſtifie, who have not broke through all the Bounds of Common 
Cvility ;, and yet his Faithful Rebuke was ſo acceptable to The Meeting 
of the Miniſters at Little St. /Jefſens, that it was only the Modeſty of 
the Author, that prevented his having the Thanks of the United Mini- 
ſters, for a Book, wherein he dreſſes up bis Brethren, as if be were +mi- 
tating the Spaniſh Inquiſitors, when they are about to preſent the Here- 
ticks to the Devouring Flames, He condemns the Congregational . 
Brethren by Wholeſale in his Faithful Rebuke ; and altv99 he would 
mince the Matter in the Vindication of his Faithtul Rebuke, yet every 
one that minds what be ſays of them, 11 bis firſt Book, will ſee that be Cen- 
ſures them, as a Party of Aten without Diſcrimination. Not only the 
Congreegational Miniſters came under hry Laſh, but the Lay Brothers 
among the Independents, (as be calls them ) muſt fect kis Biting Jeers. 
After the Reboker had Diſcharg*d a whole Volley of Keproathes upon the 
Independents, there came forth another Kook bearing this Title , The 
Anſwer to the Report ; which the United Miniſters appcinted their 
Committee to draw up. This Book ( abating ſomething of a Formality) 
came forth Armed with the Autherity of The Meeting, of the Miniſters 
at Little St. Hellens : For Mr. Williams tells the World, That the Regs 
ſon why it was not publiſhed in the Name of the Body of the United 
Miniſters, was (as he ſpeaks) becauſe the Confirmation of it by a 
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Second Reading, was ſuſpended ; and'only fo. Mr. Wilkams's Preface 
to the Anſwer to the Report, Cc. 

AFTER this full Aſſurance given, that the Reaſon why it was not Pub- 
liſhed in the Name of the Body of the United Miniſters, was only becauſe 
the Reading of it was Suſpended ; it will be no Wrong to look upon it as 
that which ſpeaks their Common Scn/e and Tudgment, till they publickly 
diſown it. 

T HIS Book is nov fil d with Raillery, as the Faithful Rebuke ts, and 
the Charges which ore brought m it againſt the Independents, are 
not ſo extenſive : But the Gentlemen of the Committee ( ſo 
far as they play the Hiflorians ) fully agree nith the Rebuker ; for they, 
as nell as be, either miſtake,as to every inſtance of Matter of Fat, that they 
medale with,or they conceal ſome conſiderable Cira mſtances belonging to it. 

*T HE Hiſtory of the Committee, as well as that « the Rebuker, is ſo 
partial, and woid of Truth, that in ſome Keſpetts it ts become neceſſary (for 
ibe indication of the Congregational Miniſters, from the Unjuſt Accu- 
ſations that they are laid under.) to ſe: things in a true Light, which is the 
Deſign of the enſuing Hiſtory. Several Original Papers might have been 
mnſerted in this Hifiory, to render it more full, which at preſent, for the 
fake of Brevity, are omitted : But if this be a Defe&, it may b: ſupply'd, 
if any Occaſion be given for it bereafter. 

WHEN the Miniſters at Little St. Rellens, are called Presbyterians, 
it zs not by way of Contempt, but only for Diſtin&tion, and the Reaſon, 
why they are not always ſtyled, The United Miniſters, «, becauſe ſuch a 
Denonuination does not firittly and properly belong to them ſince their Breach 
of the Union. 

T HE Intention of this Hiſtory 1s oaly to rtſoue theTruth from the Lit- 
tle Tricks of ſome Unquict Spirits : But not to Quarrel with the Pres- 
byterian Brethren, among whom many deſerve a General Eſteem for their 
Exemplary Piety, Great Learning, and Undoubred Orrhodoxy in the 
Faith, 

; I* there be any thing ſaid in this //iſtery, that may juſtly come under 
Correttion, as to Matter of Fatt; when the Contrary does appear, the In- 
formation ſhall be recciv*d, and the Fault ſhall be acknowledged : but if 
any will Cavil about Niceties, Modes of Expreilion, and Things that 
are only Inconſiderable; or if they will Anſwer in the Scurrilous, and 
Oftkalive Diale& of the Rebuker,or wit'- an Impotent Malice, as Mr. 
Wiltiams does kts 4/dverſary, then they ſhall be paſs'd by with; Pity and 
Ylence,

NION, when it is Founded in Truth, and in Love un- 
feigned, is no ſmall Bleſling in it ſelf, and is the greareſt 
Ornament to Religion; when on the Contrary, Diſſention 
among, Chriſtans brings Reproach on the Profeſſion of the 
Goſpel, and proves a Stumbling-Block to many. It was a Defire to 
remove the Scandal that ariſes from Divilion, that ſtirred up ſome 
Miniſters ſeveral Years ago, to attempt ſomething towards the Heal- 
ing of the Differences between the Brethren of the Pres5yterian and 
Congregational Perſuaſion,in Matters of Diſcipline, but before they could 
bring their landable Enterpize toany Ripeneſs, a ſtop was put to their 
Pious and Peaceable Undertaking, by the Perſecution raiſed againlt 
them in the Year 1682, and continued for ſome time afterwards by 
the Influence,and prevailing Intereſt of the Duke of Nork, who when 
he came to change the Charatter of a Subje& tor that of a Crowned 
Head, was cryed up by his Friends and Flatterers as a great Patron 
for Liberty of Conſcience, While the Diſſenters were under the Smart 
of their Enemics Rage, there was no need of Conciliatory Methods 
to promote Peace, becauſe the lncreaſe of their Fraternal Aſecion 
to one another, was the Cement of a cloſe Union amonglt rhem, and 
it continued to he ſo all the time of their Reſtraint and Hardſhips. 
AFTER the Liberty was piven to the Diſſeaters by the Late 
King Fames,. the form:r Ex92 liex: tor Agreemeat was fer on 
foot again between the differing Parties, Whea the Congregational 
Brethren were beginning to Debate among themſelves upon the 
Articles propoſed for Union, it was $ugzeſted to them, That the Work 
would not be zrateful to King James's Court, and (© it was dropt; This 
was no Valid Reaſon to many of them, yer they fell in with it, be» 
cauſe they (id then foreſez thi: no Union could be effected 
between the two aforeſaid Parties that would hold long, and that 
when they forghre to Agree they would fall our, Alchough little 
regard was had to the Pleaſure of the Late Kinz Tames in deſiſting 
rrom this Aittair, yet it mult be owned that ne might have expected 
greater Things trom the Es i he gave any Credit to the Re- 
Ve- 
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verend Mr. /, Alfop, ina Speech which he made to him upon the 
Addreſs which he and ſeveral of his Brethren preſented to him, Af- 
ter he had wiſhed, That there was a iVindow in their Breaſts to render 
their Bodies tranſparent, that their Sovereign might have a full view of 
their [zearts, he allures him in the following Words, We now (Dear 
Sir ! ) Silently wait for ſume happy Juntture to prve Nour Mijeſty 
ſome eſſential Proofs of our Loyalty, and the Sincerity of thts our Hun- 
ble Addreſs, as may demcnſtrate that the greateſt Things we have been 
able to expreſs, and jromiſe in this poor Paper, 15 the leaſt we ſhall 
chearfully perform for Tour Majeſty's Service and Satisfattion, 

IT cannot be ſaid that this Gentleman,after ſuch profuſe Promiſes 

- of doing great Things fer the Service and Satisfaction of hzs Ce- 
lebrated Patron, whom he Stiled, The beſt of Princes, went farther in 
Performance than in Praying tor him ; and it 1s Reported that he 
did this till he was almolt come to the time of his Abdication, 
W hether he did long follow his admired Benefattor with his good 
Wiſhes, after his timerous Flight, is beſt known to himfſelt ; but this 
is certain, that although he will not venture far in Detending the 
Titles of Princes, yet he can kandſomly Careſs them has they fall in 
his way, and therefore he has beſtowed on King /utan, a ſhare of 
bis teeming Rhetorick, in his Thankſgiving Sermon tor the Taking of 
Namur, If this Gentleman did hearken to tae Rebukes of his own 
Conſcieace, and it he did himſelt contider how he himlelt has acted, 
both in Dizinity aird Politicks, as if Mutability was his Perfeetion, he 
would then learn to be more Moderate in Cenſuring others as 
Changelings, but he would not calily forgive himpelf. 

When all true Enzliſhnen were freed from the diſmal Fears of 
the return of Popery, by the Happy Revolution which was broughc 
about by the coming ot our preſent King, and when the Grave and 
Prudent Senate of the Nation had Confirmed to the Diſ/exters their 
Liberty by Law, the Endearvours for a nearer Coalition between the 
Presb terian and Congrezational Brethren were Reviv'd ; Select Per- 
ſons were Deputed by both ſides to treat upon Terms of Union, 
and their Debates iſſued in the Heads of Agreement, which were 
Pobliſhed abour the begining, of the Year 1692. 

THERE were {ome of the Congregational AMeniſters that never 
joyned in this Agreemzar, not from any oppoſition to Peace, for 
they knew it was their Duty, not only to embrace it where ic 
can be had, but to follow after it pit) all Aen ſo far 15 ts poſſible with- 
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out Sin; but they were not ſatisfied about the Agreement, 

1. THEY conld not but obſerve how ſome of the Prime Pro- 
moters of this Union were ſach as in the time of Perſecution 
had by their Compliance deſerted the Canſe of the Non- 
conformiſts, and tempted the Peopleof rhe Nation to think that 
their Separation was only trom a ſtubborn Humour, and not from a 
render Conſcience. They covld not but conſider that in uniting 
with ſuch Paſtors and their Churches, who were (or a Compleat Union 
with the National Church, they do condemn their own Separation 
as Sinful and Schiſmatical, which they wonl4 not for the whole 
World be guilty of, it they thought it to bz ſo, The Chicf 1 caders 
in the Union begin now to ſpeak freely in this Buſineſs, and declare 
tro this Purpoſe - That it was the intendment of the Umon to compre- 
bend an4 include ſuch as were for Sacramental Communion with the Church 
of England. This is that which is Cifallowed generally by the 
Congregational Brethren,who ſay, that they who have this Liberty, 
ought not to ſeparate from the National Church 

2. SOME Buſie Actors in framing the Union had not only given 

juſt Suſpicions of their Heterodory in Points of Do&rine, but had 
diſcovered a prejudiced Spirit againſt the Government of the Con- 
gregational Churches, and the Order wherein they walk. The Tem» 
per of Mr. Daniel Wilkams was remarkable upon this Account ; 
He did not fail ro ſeek with great Induſtry to be choſen Paſtor ina 
Congregational Church, and gave ſuſſicieat Proofs that he wonld never 
be under any I emprartion of falling into the exceſs of Self denial and 
Humility,which was in ſome Perſons in the Firit Ages of Chriſtianity, 
who ſtuck not to diſmemver themſelves to prevent their being 
Elected Biſhops : But when he was fruſtrated in his Expettatiors, he 
took a great Freedom to ſpeak with Bitterneſs and Contempt of 
them thaf were for the Congregutioail Diſcipline, When 
he and others of his own Size were noted Managers in the Union, 
it conld not but give ſom2 Umbrage of Jealouitc and Fear, that no 
Good was intended by it for the Congregational Churches, 

3. TREY were diſfatisfied about the Union it ſelf, becauſe 
they thought of it in the General, that it was no more than a Verbal 
Comp®ition, or a number of Articles indu/triouſly and deſignedly framed 
with great Ambiguity, that Perſons retaining their different Senti- 
ments about the ſame Things,might yet ſeem to Unite ; only becauſe 
they agreed to expreſs themſelves in equivocal and A 
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Words. They that Difſented from the Union durſt not recommend, 
and hold this ovr, as a real Agrcement, whea they did believe it to 
be no ſuch Thing. 

1. IT look'd roo like a want of Sincerity among the Non Con- 
formi *s themſeives, as if they went about to ſupplant and deceive one 
another. : 

2. IT had too much of the appearance of putting a Cheat upon 
the World, as if the 7 resbyterian and C ongregtonal Brethren were 
agreed, when both tides were reſ-lv'd not in the leaſt ro recede trom 
their former Principlcs and Practices. | 

2. THEY feared that this -Union not having a firm and ſolid 
Feundation,would bea Miſchievous Enzine to widen former Breach- 
es, and to pwlriply nc Divilions ; 1 hey could not bur Jook back 
vpon ſome Trearies for Concord managed between the Lutherans 
and Calyimſts, which ſerv'd only to increaſe the bleeding Wounds of 
the Church, becauſe the contending Parties d1d itrive to out-wit and 
over-reach one another, or to conceal their Diſterences !ather than 
heartily to Unite They feared ſuch Effetts from this Unien, and 
time has ſhewed that their Fears were not ungrounicd. It has been 
ſo far from being a Medium of that Peace which all ought to preſs 
after, that ir has been followed with ſach Rroils and Contention as 
have wounded the Spirits of Mi1y, who would rather have their 
Thoughts ſwallowed up in the Mcvitations of Heaven, than hear of 
the Quarcelz of them who ate in rhe way to it, It was for the afore- 
ſaid, and many other | exons that fame Congregational Miniſters 
did never Conſent to the Union, and they could fay, that it was a 
fear leaſt they ſhould oftend God in voving againſt their own Light, 
that fixed them in their Difſent, and therefore thy could not but 
reckon it b-1d Meaſure to be traducd and reproach'd by ſome 
of the Pr-sbyteran Party, as if they had been Lovers of Contention, 
and Enemies to all Union, becauſe they did not ſubſcribe to that Yer- 
bal Unimm, which they always ſuſpected to be no better than a Feigned 
Thing, They had the Teſtimony of their Conſciences, that they 

could ſacrifice the deare® Wor Idly Intereſts, for that Union which 
the Holy Scriptures commend to all Chriſtians, but rhey were ſenſi- 
ble of the ſevere Treatment.which they met with when they were 
reviled and afperſed for not Signing, aW ire-drawn Agreement com- 
poſed by their own Brethren, who were upon a level with them- 
ſelves, when at the ſame time they were freed from the Impolitions 
of 
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of the National Church by the Exemplary Moderation of King 
IWilliam,and the Wiſdom of the Parliament, 

THE Congregational Brethren who refuſed to come inte the Union 
were bur few, and are ſaid to be no more then three, by the Narrative 
of the Miniſters at Little St. Helens ; whecher their number was 
ſo ſmall is not a thing of that Moment to deſcrve a ſtrict Enquiry - 
All the other Brethren of that Denomination, who had favourable 
Thoughts of the Union, entred into it, and as they had Satisfattion 
in what they did, ſo it is not to be queltioned but they had innocent 
Ends, and Deſigns to Guide and Govern them in it, T hey had 
not bcen long engaged in this new Alliance, but ſome th:ngs mace 
them uneaſic, 

1: THEY took Notice how ſcme Aſpiring Tempers of the 
Prestytcrian Party begin to drive at Jwriſdiddion over other Churches, 
and were bulie to bring the hearing of ſuch Caſes before themſelves 
35 Were more proper to be laid before Neighbouriag Miaiſters in 
the places where Matter of Fa& was more fully known, than it 
could be to them who liv'd at a Diſtance, 

2. THEY perceiv'd that there was a Deſign to diſcountenance the, 

Congregational Churches up and down the Nation. 

THEY Thought the Inſtances of Sandwich and Marlborough a- 
mounted to a PreſumptiveEvidence of this. + 

AT Sandwich one Mr. Benſon entred into a ſtri& Engagement 
with the Church, there to A as their Paſtor conſiſtently with the 
Principles and PraQtices of a Congregatzonal Church, but he did after- 
wards violate his folemn Engagement, ſet up another Meeting, and 
fell in with a Party whoſe Latitude in Prattice was Offeaſive to the 
Church, When this was brought before the Miniſters of the 
Union, the Church was diſcourag'd, and Mr. Benſon inſtead of 
receiving a Reproof, had a Principal Perſon of the Union ſome little 
Time after to mave at the Fund, that he might have from it ſome 
allowance cowards his Maintainance, although he went on to uphold 
his Separate Meeting from-the Church, 

At /larlborou;h Mr. Pemberton having, parted from the Church, 
and ſet up a diſtin Meeting, upon his Deccaſe, Mr. Goffe was call- 
el from hisWork of Preaching to a Numerons Auditory to keep up 
this Schiſm, and vpon his -own Repreſentation of things it was 
ſtrenuouſly preſs'd in the Union by Mr. Hiliams, That Mr. Goffe 


might be Juſtified in what he had done, without any Conſideration 
to 
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to what the Church could fay. There was a likelihood that a 
Vote would have paſsd for theclearing of him, if Mr Chancey had 
not. Interpoſed, and deſired to have his Proteſt againſt it Entred, 
if they acquitted Mr. Goffe from all Blame without Firſt Hearing 
the Church 

[t was for ſuch, and other Carriages of the Leading Men of the 
Presby:erian Party in the Union, that the Congregational Bre- 
thren were troubled, yet bearing with Patience what they could 
not redreſs, they kept their Station, and albeit they had ſome 
Meetings among themſelves in Reference to things belonging to 
Congregational Churches, which were not proper and adviſcable to 
be debated in Conjunction with the Presbyterian Ainiſters,yet they 
did not in the leaſt judge themſelves heteby to be guilty of mak- 
in any IofraRticns vpon the Union, becauſe the Conpregational 
Erethren do to this Day aver, That they never conſented to the 
Preface that is ſet before the Heads of the Agreement, as any 
part of the Articles of the Union. This being fo, it is to be won- 
der'd how tbe Meeting of the Miniſters at Litile St, Hellens could 
be io forward to ſay, That by the firſt thing in the Agreement, they 
thou, kt all «gpoſite Meetings had been prevented ; when that which 
relates to foch Meetings as they will call Oppoſite, was never a 
part of the Agreement. The Anſwer to the Report by the Com- 
mittee of the United Miniſters, Pape 2. when there is ſuch a Trip 
in the very Threſhold, What Impartiality can be expected in 
their frNowing Hiſtory ? 

The Congregational Brrthren were offended at ſeveral Manage- 
mepts.in the Union, but never Deſerted it til! that happened which 
forc'a them at laſt to leave it. /t was this : Mr. Daniel Williams Publi: 
ſhed a Book againft Door Criſp's Cpinions, and with the Confu- 
tation of the Doftbr«s Opinions, he did interweave ſeveral Notions 
of Yi; own,which have been reckoned contrary tothe Received and 
Approved DoQtrine of the Feformed Churches, To ſpeak the leaſt of 
the Book, it goes as far from the DoQAtrine of the Firſt and Beſt 
Reformers,. as the New Meahod, or the Amyraldian Scheme does, if 
it does not take ſome ſteps farther. The Book is written with 
little: Learning, but great Artifice, and as if the Author ſtudied 
by. his Obſeprity, to hide ſome things that will not as yet go well 
down, and it may be thought he was not without his Umbre 4/- 
fitentes in the Compoſing ofit,hecauſe the Stile of it is — 
liſh'd, 
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liſh*d, and there is a better Grammatical Connexicn in it, - thay is to 
be ſeen in his following Writings, 

THIS Book covld not but give offence to them who were Zea- 
lous for Antient Truths againſt new and old Errors ; yet it would 
have been paſs'd by, as many other Exceptionable Prints are, if it 
had not been for the Atreſtation given to it by ſeveral Presbyterian 
Miniſters of the Greatelt Figure, wherein they exprels theinſelves 
ſo tar in favour of the Book, that none who take their Words in 
the full Senſe and Meaning of them, can think but that they give 
it the higheſt Approbation. There were Sixteen concerned in the 
Firſt Teſtimonial, and although the Presbyterian Brethren could not 
but be ſenſible that this gave great Offence, and was like to pro- 
duce a woful Rupture, yet in the Re-Priating of the Book 
the Lilt of Names was increaſed from Sixteen to Forty Nine 
of the Union, which was by far the Majority of the Presbyterian 
Party, that were in it. It occafioned much griet of Heart to the 
Congregational Brethren, to ſee the far greater part of the Union to 
ſet themſelves to Midwife into the World, by the Anthority -of 
their Names, ſuch palpable Deviations from the Truth as were in 
Mr. IFilliams's Treatiſe. Ic was not for Do@or Criſp's Opinions 
that they were concern'd, as the unthinking Vulgar are made to 
Believe, by the Invidious and Uncharitable Reports of ſome, who 
ſtick not to ſay any thing whea it will ſerve their Intereſt ; but that 
which raiſed Diſpleaſure in them, was, becauſe the great Truths 
of the Goſpel taught by the Firſt Reformers, were craftily Undet- 
mined by one Man, who had the chief of the Presbyterian Pa-ty, to 
ſtep in as his Seconds, Abetr and Support him in his Quarrel, 

THE Congregational Brethren layiag this to Heart,and remember- 
ing how they were bound as Miniſters to Defend theTruth,did re- 
ſolve to bear Witneſs azain{t theErrors of Mr.Hiliams. There were 
Szx of them that joyned ina Paper of Exceptions againſt Mr. Wil- 
liams's Book, whoſe Names have been more than once ſeen in Priart, 
and the reſt of theCongregationalBrethren were ſo far concurring with 
them in what they did, that they thought ſomething was neceſſary 
to he done to ſtop theTorrent of Error that was then running down. 
This Paper of Exceptions was carried to the Meeting of rhe United 
Miniſters, Oftob 17. 1692. by Mr. Chancey, after he had given the 
Reaſons why he look'd upon the Union to be broken, and Perver- 
ted from its right End, and therefore would be no longer a Mem- 
ber

ber of it ; He deliveredin the aforeſaid Paper, and took his Final 
Leave of them. 

IT is here needful to Correct the Error which is in the Narrative 
emitted, as that which was Approved by the Meeting of the Pres. 
byterian Miniſters at Little St. Helens, Mr. Chancey (fay they) iy 4 
Meeting of the United Miniſters, after many warm Expreſſtns, declar. 
ed, He would leave their Meetings, and brake off from their Union, the 
Cauſe be all-4g+4 was our takins notice of a Paper of Obje tions ag-unſt 
Mr. Williams's 89%. The Anſwer to the Report by the Committee 
of the United Miniſters, Page J. This is fo far from being true, that 
it is i mpoſlible it ſhould be ſo, becauſe Mr, Chancey could not com- 
plain chat no Cognizance was taken of the Paper of Objettions before 
it was deliver'd, and this was the very time when he did deliver 
it, and not till he had hrſt given the Reaſons of his withdrawing 
from/them, aud ſince that time he was never with them. When 
there are {a many Diſcerning Heads in the Meeting of Presbyterian 
Miniſters, as one of themſelves gives out, it is a pity they have not 
more Love to Truth, than to aggarty or Faftion ; for it they had, 
they would not bs ſo ready as thY are to Palliate the Anpoſthumg- 
zed Sor-s of one of rhetr Members. 

AFTER this Miſtake in their Narrative.they ſay,Therc were m.rny 
Pr go why they ſhould take ſmall Notice of the Objeftions of the afore- 

id Paper, 

I. THREE of the Six Objeftors were not of the Union : 
This is alſo noted as a ſtrange thing by the Author of the Rebuke tc 
tbe. Falſe Repor!, Page 18, and he gives the Reaſon why it was ſo 
to him: Becauſe one Mviety of them were never of the Union, To this 
it may be Anſwered. The Three Brethren who never were of the 
Union, although they joyned with the other Three who had Req- 
ſon to Complain of the Breach of it, yet bore no ſhare in this Par- 
ticular relation to the Breach of the Union, but though they might 
very well make their Application to the Miniſters of the Union, 
not only becauſe many of them were approved for their known 
Oxthodoxy, but becauſe ſome of them, as Mr. Y. Alop, and others, 
who were Subſcribers to Mr. Wilkams's Book, had written in 
Defence of ſome of the very Truths that Mr. illiams Oppoſed, 
They- could not but in Juſtice expe from fuch, that rhey 
would either ſtand by the Truths they themſelves had publickly 
Afferted, aud not be Self-contradiffting Vouchers to Nr. IVilliam's un- 
ſound 
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found Opinions, or elſe diſown what they formerly held. When the

1. IF it be conſidered, what the Imputation of Chriſts Righteouſ- 
neſs is Quoad Forman, as it is generally recerved by Proteftants, The 
Imputation of Chrifts Righteouſneſs, Quead Formam, in a Prote- 
ſtant ſenſe is this, That which Chriſt did andſuffered as the Mediates 
and ure'y of the Covenant, in obeds. ce to the Law, is the ſiead and 
place of the Eled, is Imputed to them for thur juſtification before Goe. 
Chriſts ative and paſlive Ob:dience, 1+ the material Cauſe of the Ju: 
ſtification of Believers, and the lmputation of it to them is the rn- 
mediate formal Cauſe of their being juſtified before God. This is 
that which 15 univer ſaily receiv'd by- all found Proteſtants, and the 
diflent of Piſcator, and a few more, about the active Obedience of 
Chriſt, does not hinder it from being the common Faith of Prote- 
ſtants. It is the lmputation of Chrilts Rightecuſneſs it ſelf, that all 
ſuch plead for, who have not warped from the Proteſtant Faith, This 
is that which Limberg ſays is the Opinion of the Calwiniſls, and he 
charges them with Abſurdity, for Teaching, That Belicutrs are Cloa: 
thed with the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt, even as ſacob was Cloathed with 
the Garments of h:s Elder Brother. Limberg Lib. 6. Cap. 4 

3, IF Mr, Williams's words be examin*d, as they are laid down 
in the forecited place, it will be found that he does not aſſert the 
Imputation of Chrilts Righteouſneſs in a Proteſtant ſenſe, but onty 
in the Effefts of it: Although, he ſays, the very Righteouſneſs of 
Chriſt is Imputed to Believers, yet when he comes in the following 
words to explain and ſhew how it is Imputed to them, ke contra- 
dicts what he bad ſaid, and makes the Imputation of it to lye only 
in the Ejſefs of it, and carrys it no higher, 

1. 1T i imputed (faith he) to Believers as what was always under- 
taken and deſign*d for their Salvation. Will any ſay this is more than 
the Imputation of Chriſts Righteouſneſs in the effeRts of it, or as 
it is for the Good of Believers, as all his Undertakings were ? 

2, IT is (lays he) effedtual for their aftual pardon and acceptance 
unto life. How is any Gage eQual, but in it's produced effects ? 

3. He ſays, It is pleadable for their ſecurity, and uſeful for their 
Happineſs. What 1s this ſti]1 to Imputation ? Security and Happineſs 
are the greateſt Bleſſings, but they are no more than the effets of 
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Ciriſts RighteouMeſs, as it is imputed to Believers and received 
by Taith, © 

Mr. Wilizms, cither underſtands not what Imputation is, or he 
ſeeks to overthrow it in a Proteſtant ſenſe. The Objectors fairly 
cather*d up the natural ſenſe of his words, but were not bound to 
reconcile his lnconſiſtencies, and Contradiftions. There are other 

laces jn his Writings, . where he ſpeaks our his Opinion more free- 
* about the Imputation of Chriſts Righteouſneſs only quoad Fffe2a, 
but ir would not agree with the Deſign of a Hiſtory to ſtand vpon 
the Examination of them. 

AFTER all the Invitations given Mr. Williams to ſpeak out, by 
Mr. Humphrey, ( whoſe great Integrity draws a Veneration to his 
Perſ>n, from them who differ from him in Judgment) and' after 
all that Mr. Chancey and Mr. Lobb have ſaid to prove, That be does 
not hold any Imputation of Chni(t s Righteouſneſs, but only in the Eff-dts 
of it 3 If he will ſtill hide himfelf in the Thickets of Cloudy duubtful 
Expreſſions, that he mav beguilz the Common People in ſeeming to 
Afirm what he Denics, and it hz be ftrenzthend in this Deluſtye 
Method, by the Vieering of the Miniſterss at Little Sr. Hellens, 
then there is reaſon 12 deſoair of the end of Controverlies. 

WHEN the Six Viaiſters ( who have been Named) had com- 
plained to the Meeting of the United Maifters of Mr. Williams's 
Book, and of ne Errors in it, it was thought fit by the aforeſaid 
M-eting of the Miniſters, t5 detire that ſome who had never Sub- 
{crived the Book, (rogether wit h Five of the Noted Subſcribers to 
it) might meer with Five of tnem who had Objected againſt the 
Book, (Mr Chanrey being left ont) to conſider of ſome way to pur 
a ſtop to the C:ntroverſie that was now begun, and to give Satis- 
faction to rhe Complainers. The Miniſters who were of the Meet- 
ing, and who never Subſcribe1 rhe Book, were, Matth. Mead, Sam, 
Ann*l:y. Edward Veale. Jolm James, Stephen Lobb, © Mr, Barker was 
alſo appointed to be one, but ſeldom met with them. The Five 
Subfcrihers w2re, Jo. How, Gen. Hammond, Vincent Alſop, Richard 
Mayo, and Sam. Slater. The Non-Subſcribers, and the other Mini- 
ſters, did ofren meet rogether. The Subſcribers to the Book 
wovld riever di eetly enter upon any Debate ahout it, but did al- 
ways (as has h*cn {aid'hefore) cither deny that they had read the 
Book, or refi:\-! :5 give any Jndgment of it; yet not above One 
or Two of them cxpreſgd any Concernment for the Book, ——_ 

then 
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then appeared,-would readily have diſown'd it, if they could have 
done it withaut Impairing their own, Reputation. | 
MANY Mectings were held to little or no purpoſe, than to De- 
monſtrate how difficult a Work Retraftion 1s, and how little Men 
will do, either for Truth or Peace, when their own Intereſt muſt 
be denied. EDI 
WHEN there was reaſon. to feat that all the*Mettings would 
have had no good Ifſne, and. when the Subſcriders ' ant! Objettors 
were like to have parted, with their Spirits more Exaſperated” than 
before, there was a Propoſal made, which promiſed a Calm after a 
rough Storm of Contention. The Propolal was this, 'That a ſet 
Number of Articles ſhould be gathered out of the Aſſembly's Confeſſion 
of Faith, aud the Larger and Leſſer Catechiſms, which might be a* guod 
Fence againſt the Extreams of Atminianiſm on the one hand,* ani 'An- 
tinomianiſm o the other; and there ſhould be a Preface tothe fd" Ar- 
ticles, wherein the Subſcribers to MF. Williams's Book we'e to dedlare, 
That they only gave their Hands to the State of Truths and Ervors in 
the ſaid Book, but not to the Preface, Explications, or Froofs of the-Book, 
THIS was as ſoft and gentle” as could be, becanfe by this the Subs 
ſcribers only declared how far they apptoved* Mr. Willants's B60k: 
The Articles were pitched upon, and the Pref'ice was drawn vp,” and 
not only Agreed to, but Signed by all that were then preſent. 
Some of the Subſcribers to Mr, Williams's Book may remember 
what Satisfaction they declared 'in this Agreement «There was 
ſuch Rejoycing in it, that in all haſte Mr. WiHams ad Mr Chancty 
were ſent for, that they might be included in this happy Freaty of 
Peace. Mr. Williams could not be found, but Mr. Chancey immedi- 
ately came : When he was Preſsd to Snbſcribe, he modeſtly Heſita- 
ted for a while, not becauſe he ſcrupled the Artic/es, bur becauſe he 
ſuſpefted ſome After clap about the Preface; at Ja!t h& conſeared to 
what was urged upon him. , This Agreement hW&'the Brethrerr 
with Joy, and before they parted they appointed 'atjother. Day, 
which was the 26tb. 'of December, 1694 to meet together again, 
with the Perſons Abſeat, and Mr. Williams; That what had been 
Agreed to, might be Confirmed by all, When rhe Day was come, 
and the Brethren were met together, and alſo” Mr. Williams. (w 
never was at the, Mecting before } they rhat plegſed rhemſelves 
with the ExpeQtation that the aforeſaid Agreement word have met 
with a Renewed, and a Chearful Approbation, were Aſtoniſhed 
when 
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when they heard oae- of the Chief Subſcribers to Mr. Fillanys 
Book ſay, That the Preface to the Agreement (altho he had gjven his 
Hand to it at the Meeting before ) was no more than a foul Paper, to 
be farther con{ider*d of, and therefore he did earneſily, and with preat 
Heat preſs, That it might be Alter'd in that part of 'it wherein it was de- 
nal bow far the Subſcribers to Mr. W illiams*s Book approved of it. 

WHEN 'this was heard, it Imbroiled all with New Diſputes, 
and made ſuch (as had no other Ends than Truth, and Peace) Re- 
pent that ever they had ſpent ſo much time in Meetings that were 
like only to afford new Fuel for the Fire of Contention, 

THIS open; Receſſion fron what had been unanimouſly agreed to, 
was. ſo provoking, and gave ſuch Caufe to the Congregationa! Bre- 
thren to ſuſpect untair Dealing, that they were tempred to think 
themſelves no longer obliged to Treat with Men who would agree 
toa thing at one Meeting, and diſown it the next. When al! 
were ready to depart without doing any thing, it was moved that 
the Gentleman who had: blown up this new Flame, together with 
Mr. Cole and Mr. Mather, might go apart by themſelves, to try 
what might bedone to take occaſion from any to ſay, that the Mi- 
niſters were not yet weary of Wrangling, In a little Time, the 
Gentleman who had ſhewed his over-great Tenderneſs to Mr. Wi1- 
l;ams, returned like the Philoſopher who leap'd out of a Bath in a 
Tranſport, and when the Reaſon, of his, elevated Joy was under- 
ſtoad, \it was becauſe he had got Mr. Cole'and Mr. Mather to Con- 
fent to have ſomething added to the Preface to the Agreement, ir. 
Favour of Mr. Williams. In the Preface, that had been agreed to 
before, it was declared, That the Subſcribers to Mr. Williams*s Book 
bad at by their Subſcription deltyercd their Senſe of the Preface, Fxpli- 
cations, or Proojs of the Bock; but now it was added, That this Decla- 
ration mas not to be eſtcemed as a diſapproval of the ſaid Preface, Expli- 
cations, or [roofs of the Book. This Addition was delignedly inſert- 
=, that the Authority of the Rook might not ſeem to be weak- 


WHEN this additional Altcration was brought in and read, it 
troubled not only-the Obje&ors againſt Mr. /Tilliams*'s Book, but 
alſo others who perceived the Faftions, and Partial Drift of ir, and 
it was conſented to.by them not without great ReluQancy, Ir may 
be thought ſtrange that My. Cole and 74r. Mather, (who were Per - 
Was. of piercing judgments) would eyer give way to this Addition. 
ot 
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but the Reaſon why,they did ig was this, they had beeg blackogd by 
Mr. Wiljams's Friends 33 utter Enenties to Peace, and therefore to 
remove this Scandal, and tro Confme their Slanderers, they did here 
ſtretch their Charity beyond their Judgments. OT EY _ 
IT was the ſame Reaſon that prevailed with others to yield, and 
they did alſo Hope that what was now done might have been a Afe- 
dium forPacification andForbearance among Brethren. This was what 
they - expected, but the Ainiſters at Little St. . Helens did Toon Con- 
vince them that their hope was in vain,for when the Agreement was 
laid before them December 19. 1694. They gave a gentle ſtroke to 
My. Williams for his Service, but clap'd a Tacuze Condemnation on 
Mr. Chauncey, by a Claufe which they added to it ; wherein 
declared, * That 45 the United Miniſters colleFively conjider d, and

bation of Mr. Chauncey's Writings. This. was the Reward that FF, 
Chauncy, had for his ſuddain Subſcription to an Agreement and 
Compliance for Peace ſake, when it was altered from what it was 
when he firſt ſubſcribed it, | Wa" Zh 94 
When he was ready to abby all, the Miniſters at Lirtly Se. Helens 
were reſolved to let him teel the EffeQs of their deep Reſentment, 
becauſe he had ruffled one of their wſeful Members. Sn 
When the Congregational Brethren, (and ſpecially ſach of them as 
had ObjeCted againſt Mr. Williams's Book) faw what was Jone ; 
0 


could not but Judge the Miniſters at Jittle &, Helens tobe cakers 
the Agreement as ſoon as it was made, and they. how. plainly Percavet 
what they before Snſpefted, That it was the firm parpae of the*Go- 
verning Party of the United Miniſters, to Uphold and Jeſtifix Mr. 
Williams in his Errors. It could give no Satisfaftion. to uny who 
were not of Mr. Williams*s Party, tohear the Miniſters at. Little Sp. 
Hellens declare, That they had not been deſired, as the United Mmiſffers 
ColledFively conſidered, to Subſcribe Mr, Williams's Book, when Forty 
Nine of them had done it, and would not Recede” from what they 
had done. If they would uphold Errors in their - Perſonal Capatitzes, 
it ſignified little what they did in their ColleFive Capacity, as they 
were the United Miniſters.

THE Conpregationa! Miniſters would not only bg ll]-natur'd Afer, 
but. a fort of Perfidions Villgins, if what he fays here, and elſe- 
where, of. them, were trus ; * but as they themſelves know the 
Falſhood 6f his Charge, ſo they doubt nor but all others, who are 
not. willing to be deceiv'd, will refuſe to follow the 7-ni Fatur 
of this Mercurial Authoy, who is ſo pleaſed with the Air of a Ro- 
mance, that Hes no regard (as a Faithful Hiſtorian ought to have ) 
to the Standar of Trak. "When he ſpeaks of the Independants, 
his Pen is dippY, zz the Poyſon, of Aſps.: Bot when he mentions his 
own Party, Ro ty fa Tranſported with his own Likeneſs, that his 
arity, (like a Monk's Cowl) covers all Faules, Whatever Recre- 
ation the Sallies of his Smutty and Propvane Wit, may Adminiſter to 
M's of; F'oth and.

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WHEN the Mmiſters at Litth St. Helens, by the Clauſe whi-l: 
they added tro the Agreement in 1642. had diſcovered how ready 
they were to improve all Occaſions ro the Advantage, and Counte- 
nance of a Party, Diſtances and Dilſztisfactions were not only con- 
tinued, bnt increaſed between the Conzregational and Presbyterian 
Brethren, and in the Year 1694. there did ſomething fall out in 
Reference to the Pimners- Hall- Lefure; which more maniteſtly than 
ever ſhewed the ſtiff additednels of forthe of the Presbyterian Per- 
ſation to Mr. Will.zss Opinions, and Intereſt. In the Life-time 
of the Reveren'! Mr Baxter, Mr. Williams Preaching occa/tonally 
at Pmners- Hall, did there give ſuch a Tat of his Spirit, as made 
ſome fear that he was not a Son of Peace, but ambitious of being 
reputed the #rad of a Party, It was tor this, and other things, 
that his Eleftion upon Mr. #axter's I cath to be one of the Lefturers 
did not paſs without a ſtruggle. When he was Settled as one of 
the LeQurers, he had a grear Influerice, in length of Time, to make 
the Pulpit, in that Noted Leeture, the Stage of Controverſies, by 
Provoking the Reverend Mr, Cole openly to Contront his Unſound 
Opinions. This made ſuch uneatie, who were not willing to hear 
one Ammiſter inveighing againſt another, whea they came to hear 
that which might be Food for their Souls. 

The Reverend Mr, Cole, who could not forbear to give a Vigo- 
rous Oppoſition to Mr. Wilkams, becauſe he was perſwaded that he 
had Truth on his fide, yet being ſenſible what a Diſadvantage and 
Reproach it was to the Diſſenters, to have that Ancient Lecture 
made the Place of Contention, deſired that he migbt -be Diſmiſe'd 
from the LeCture for Peace ſake. Several Gentlemen who were con- 
cerned in upholding the LeQture, thought it might be Prudential 
to accept of Mr. Cole's Requeſt, and to deſire of Mr. Williams, that 
he would likewiſe Relinquiſh the Le&ure, that other Two Lectu- 
rers might be choſen in their Room. When their Deſire was made 
known to Mr. Williams, the Anſwer which they receiv'd from him, 
was to this Effet : That when be was ſenſible that the Majority of the

THIS Genera] Meeting having had no Peaceable Iſſue, ſome 
Friends of Mr. Cole and Mr. Willizms, with other Perſons who Pro- 
feſs*d [ndifferency, and [nterpoſed only for the Healiag of the 
Breach, met together, and after ſeyeral Conferences and Debates, 
came to this Agreement, That Mr. Cole's Offer to Decline the Lett: 
wre ſhould be accepted, and that Mr, Williams ſhould alſo be de/ired to 
leave it, This was agreed to by both ſides, as that which was fit to 
be Propos'd in a General Meeting of the Subſcribers, which was 
hereupon called - but when the Subſcribers were met, not one of 
Mr. Williams's Friends would either own, or ſtand ro what they 
themſelves had agreed to before in the Private Meeting z and when 
that which they had agreed to, was made knowa, by one of Mr, 
Cole's Friends, they would not Conſent to it, bur inliſted on nothing 
leſs than Mr. Hilfamss Continuance in the Lecture. When they 
ſaw they could not obtain this, they not only broke off from the 
Pinners- Hall Le&ure, but fet up a Lecture at Saiters- Hall the ſame 
. Day, and the ſame Hour, with that at Finwers-Haf, and made Choice 
of, for their LeEurers, the Reverend DoQor Bates, Mr. How, Mr. 
Alſop, Mr, Williams, Do&. Anneſt:y, and Mr. Mayo, 

THE Gentlemen who ſapported the Pinners- Hall Lefture, Pre- 
vailed upon Mr. Cole, and Mr. Mead, not only to Preach in their 
own Turns, but to ſupply the place of them that were gone away; 
and that they might leave the Dividers and Seperatiſts without ex- 
coſe, as to this Rent, they ſtaid from the 7th. of November to the 
15th, of February following, before they 611'd up their Vacancies, to 
fee whether length of time would bring any of the Dividers to a 
more Peaceable and Uniting Temper : but they waited to go pur. 
poſe, for the Return of them, who ſhewed themſelves to be Mcn 
of more ſtiffneſs than to Re-call what they had done, when it was 
for the ſake of a Party, This inflexible Temper was the more to 
be blamed in ſome of the Deſerting Ledurers, becauſe they had given 
Encouragement to the Subſcribers to hope that they would not leave 
the Pinners-Hall Lefure : but they diſappointed the Expectations of 
them who thought they would nat joyn with the Author and Pro- 


moter of a Scandalous Schiſm, 'Yhis ſhewed, that as moſt of the | 
niſters 
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niſters at Little St. Hellens, had approved Mr. Williams's Book, 
the Chief of them wonld not forbear to ſtand by and encourage 
him in his Contentious Managements.

A Paper of Articles was ſent from the M- 
niſters at Litrle Sr. ellens, to the Cirrpregational Mimſters, as a us 
againſt Arminianſm, and Antimonianiſm, This Paper was ucver 
publickly Read in the Meeting of the Conzregational Miniſters, and 
it was ſo far from being, contidercd by them, that upon enquiry it 
cannot be found that above Two or Three of them have any re- 
membrance of ir, when it was ſent, Poth the Rebuker, and the 
Contrivers of the St. Hellens Narrative make a great Noiſe about 
this Paper, and with great confidence endeavour to faſten upon the 
Congregational Brethren the Charge of Antinomianiſm, becauſe they 
were Silent about it: but this Accuſation 1s as groundlefs, as it is 
uncharitable, It was not any affe&tion to Antinomaniſm that kept 
ſuch of the Congregational Brethren, as knew any thing of the Paper, 
from conhdering it, but it was for other Reaſons, that they could 
not preſs their Brethrex in general, to take any notice of it.

them to do, otherwiſe they would weaken the Authority of their 
own Writings. It was then deſired of Mr. Zobb, that for the Re- 
freſhing of their Memories, he would draw out of their VV ritings 
ſome things that were Contradictory to Mr. Williams's Aſſcrtions, 
which he did, and was drawn to Publiſh them before there was a- 
nother Meeting, becauſe of the following occaſion. Mr. Humphrey 
having got a ſight of Mr. Lobb's Paper, did Print ſome part of it 
with his own Remarks, to which Mr. Hilkams Anſwer'd.

they differ, and if they would with a Spirit of Meekneſs and , Sobrie- 


ty weigh what can be id on both ſides, that their Debates might be 
managed by way of a Frizadly Colifon.y aud. not.of a Fiery;:Pro- 
voking Contention; ' Then the Light of: Truth would break torth, 
and Peace and Holineſs would be promoted. po.
